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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



1 . Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: "the neighbor base 
station" in line 6 should be changed to - a neighbor base station Appropriate 
correction is required. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chung 
(6.496,493). 

Regarding claims 1-6, Chung discloses a handoff trial method by a mobile 
station, comprising: a received electric field measuring section for measuring the 
received electric fields from the communicative base station and the neighbor base 
stations (see fig.3, elements 11, col. 5, lines 1-10, fig.4, steps ST11-12, and its 
description); 

a received electric field memory section for storing received electric field patterns 
of the communicative base station and two given neighbor stations measured in the 
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received electric field measuring section whenever the communicative base station for 
communication for the first time is switched over to one of the neighbor base stations 
(see fig. 3, element 12, col. 5, lines 10-18, steps ST11-12, and its description); 

a received electric field pattern comparing section for comparing the received 
electric field patterns of the communicative base station having and the two given 
neighbor stations and the received electric field patterns stored in the received electric 
field memory section whenever the received electric fields from the communicative base 
station been in communication with before and the two given neighbor base stations are 
measured in the received electric field measuring section (see abstract, fig.3, element 
12, col. 5, lines 11-18, step ST13 and its description); 

and a base station position acquiring and switching means for acquiring the 
position of a neighbor station, which the portable terminal is moving toward, in 
correspondence to a stored received electric field, which is found in the received electric 
field pattern comparing section to be identical in pattern with a measured received 
electric field, and switching the communicative base station over to the pertinent 
neighbor base station (see abstract, fig.3. step ST14-17, col. 5, line46-col.6, line 5 and 
its description). 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Iraelsson 
(5,293,643). 
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Regarding claim 7, Iraelsson discloses a method for handoff in a mobile radio 
communication system, comprising a communicative base station switching system of a 
portable terminal for switching while in motion in which base station position data and 
the portable terminal position data are obtained the distances of the base stations from 
the portable terminal are obtained on the basis of the obtained position data, and the 
communicative base station of the portable terminal is switched to the neighbor base 
station closest to the portable terminal (see fig. 3, elements MSG, col. 3, lines 8-22 and 
its description).
